Gentlemen: 

As  attorneys  for  L.  W.  Dailey  Construction  Company,  1024 
Oakland  Avenue,  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  we  respectfully  request 
the  institution  of  proceedings  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
under  Burns  48-2001,  for  the  vacation  of  the  following  described 
part  or  section  of  an  alley  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  to-wit: 

The  north  20  feet  of  the  10-foot  alley  which 
lies  immediately  west  and  adjacent  to  the  rear 
of  Lot  No.  74  in  Pane's  Third  Addition  to  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  (more  commonly  referred  to 
as  1028  Oakland  Street). 

Lot  No.  74  adjoins  the  L.  W.  Dailey  Construction  Company 
warehouse  and  that  section  of  the  alley  which  we  propose  to 
have  vacated  is  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  such  building 
and  on  the  west  by  the  rear  of  said  Lot  No.  74.  Lot  No.  74  is 
actually  J>2  feet  wide,  but  the  vacation  proposal  does  not  in- 
clude that  section  of  the  alley  which  adjoins  the  south  2 feet 
of  Lot  No.  74. 

That  section  of  the  alley  which  we  propose  to  have  vacated 
is  not  used  by  the  owners  of  Lot  No.  74  for  ingress  or  egress 
and,  of  course,  cannot  be  used  as  a through  alley  because  the 
aforesaid  L.  W.  Dailey  Construction  Company  warehouse  building 
is  located  on  the  north  boundary  of  said  alley.  Mr.  L.  W.  Dailey, 
president  of  said  construction  company,  proposes  to  extend  such 
building  over  the  area  which  we  propose  be  vacated,  that  is,  over 
the  20’  x 10'  section,  in  order  to  provide  more  storage  and  work 
space  for  his  company  and  employees. 

We  have  conferred  with  Mr.  A.  H.  Kerby,  of  the  Sewer  Engin- 
eering Department  of  the  City  Utilities,  relative  to  the  loca- 
tion of  water  mains  and  sewers  in  said  section  of  alley,  and 
he  has  informed  us  that  there  are  no  sewer  or  water  mains  main- 
tained by  the  City  in  said  section  of  the  alley.  We  have  also

interfered  with  by  the  proposed  vacation.
